Shortage of suitable housing has 
forced more than 20,000 married 
veterans in the St. Louis area to 


live doubled up or in_ rented 
rooms, trailers or tourist cabins, 
it was revealed today in a United 
States Department of Commerce 
report. 

About half of these veterans, or 
10,000—and their wives and chil- 
dren—are living in dwelling units 
which need major repairs or lack 
one or more standard plumbing 
facilities, such as running water, 
private flush toilet or private 
bath, the report stated. 

Meanwhile another survey, by 
Willard H, Clark, area :xpediter 
for the National Housing Agency 
in St. Louis, revealed that only 
2500 new permanent dwelling units 
will have been completed in the 
area in the entire year of 1946. 
ost of these are being sold for 
prices far beyond the ability of 
veterans to pay, and almost none 
are for rent, 

Clark revealed also, from the 
minutes of the Civilian Production 
Administration construction com- 
mittee meetings, that the CPA 
has approved industrial and com- 
mercial construction for eastern 
Missouri, including St. Louis, to- 
taling $7,015,137 since Sept. 17

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CASKET OF CORTES 
REPORTED FOUND 
IN MEXICO CHAPEL 


MEXICO CITY, Nov. 26 (AP)— 
Authorities expressed belief today 
that the long missing remains of 
Hernando Cortes, Spaniard who 
conquered Mexico, had been found 
here in the chapel of the Hospital 
de Jesus, which he established in 
1530, 

They said a_ two-by-four-foot 
crystal-and-gold casket, discovered 
in a box removed from the chapel 
wall, answered historical descrip- 
tions of Cortes’s casket and assert- 
ed its authenticity could not be 
doubted, 

Fernando Baez, Spanish anti- 
quarian, reported he had foundan 
ecclesiastical record of the sup- 
posed approximate hiding place of 
Cortes’s remains Nov. 11. With 
official permission, he searched 
the unused chapel of the hospital, 
now a Government clinic for the 
blind, till he discovered the lead- 
encrusted wooden box wrapped in 
red cloth. Inside was an ornate 
receptacle covered with lead foil. 
Through the transparent crystal 
lid a cloth-wrapped skull and 
bones and a rolled manuscript 
were visible,; The casket was not 
opened at once, 

Cortes, who subdued the Indian 
rulers of Mexico from 1519 to 1521, 
died at Seville, Spain, in 1547 and 
was buried in the family vault. His 
son had his body brought to the 
monastery of San Francisco here 
in 1562. Twice moved, it finally 
was hidden by his descendants 
during anti-Spanish riots in 1823.

Molotov told the 54-nation politi- 
cal committee of the U.N. Assem- 
bly that Russia was not against 
asking for such information. He 
said, however, “we shall do it 
when we consider general dis- 
armament” instead of including it 
in the proposed troop census. 

“We are told that troop in- 
formation is bound up with dis 
armament,” Molotov declared, “In 
this case we would have to dis- 
cuss not only troops but all kinds 
of arms. We then would need in- 
formation, too, on all kinds of 
arms in each country. Then we 
would have to speak of jet-pro- 
pelled weapons, atomic weapons 
and al) other types of Weapons.”

The pilot, Capt. Ralph W. Tate, 
saw show and crevasses and pulled 
back on the stick. We landed and 
slid 100 yards. It all happened in 
two or three minutes. é had hit 


landing uphill on a 30-degree slope.

My head hit the transmitter and 
all the rest of the passengers piled 
up behind me. It was a terrible 
mess. 

There was no explanation why 
we had drifted 150 miles off course 
but I am not suré about the radio 
compass. 

Five minutes after we pancaked 
I called Istres once on the radio. 
They called right back. I yelled 
out as loud as I could: “I got ‘em!

I told Istres we crashed and 
gave our co-ordinates.

Next day, Thursday, we cut the 
ration to half a bar of candy and 
cut up left over Bbréad and crusts 
into little strips.

ume.” 


Green, who has been with the 
Cotton Belt for the last 30 of his 
51 years of railroad service, 
dorsed Neff's testimony as to in- 
terchange of traffic between San- 
ta Fe and the present St. Louis 
roads at Kansas City. Green said: 

“The theory that delivery of 
traffic by one road to another at 
an interchange point creates un- 
avoidable delays, which can be 
remedied only by extending the 
delivering line through-the inter- 
change point, is in my judgment 
untenable, and when pursued to 
its logical end is palpably absurd. 
A good deal depends upon the at- 
titude of the parties. 

“There is no practical reason 
why it should take. longer to 
switch the sleepers from a mixed 
Santa Fe-Burlington train. A co 
operative attitude and provision 
of the necessary facilities will 
work wonders.” 

Green suggested that if the rem- 
edy for interehange delays was ex- 
tension of lines, the _ principle 
would apply at St. Louls as well 
as at Kansas City, “and would 
mean a unified national railroad 
system under one control and 
management.” : 

“YT doubt very much,” he said, 
“that elther the public or the 
Santa Fe would. regard that re- 
sult with favor,” 

As to the effect of Santa Fe on 
the Cotton Belt’s finances, Green 
said, 

“A large amount of our traffic 
will become susceptible to diver- 
sion to the Santa Fe; based on 
1940 figures, some 56,000 cars or 
approximately $8,000,000 revenue 
annually. Even a 10 per cent di- 
version of our traffic could easily 
spell the difference hetween a 
profitable and a losing operation, 
and make it highly difficult, if not 
impossible, for us to maintain our 
present facilities.” 

Southern Pacific Affiliation. 

Robert S. Outlaw, Santa Fe 
chief counsel, cross - examining 
Green, brought out the fact of the 
Cotton Belt’s affiliation with the 
Southern Pacific, the Santa Fe's 
chief competitor on the West 
Coast. 

"In 1982, when the 8S. P. was ne- 
gotiating to acquire the Cotton 
Belt,” the lawyer asked, “didn't 
the S.P. and Cotton Belt tell. the 
ICC that the deal would provide 
one-line service between the Pa- 
cific Coast and St. Louis?”

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Vote of Confidence Frees 
Him to Sign Treaty 
With English, Support- 

ers Say. 


CAIRO, Nov. 26 (AP) — The 
Egyptian Chamber of Deputies 
gave Premier Ismail Sidky Pasha's 
government a vote of confidence 
tonight, supporting continuance of 
negotiations for a revised British- 
Egyptian alliance. 

The action came a few hours 
after King Farouk dissolved the 
Egyptian delegation negotiating 
the treaty revision, thus taking the 
proposed treaty out of the delega- 
tion’s hands. Proponents of the 
alliance insisted that a vote of 
confidence would free Sidky 
Pasha to sign the treaty. 

Disorders of anti-British and 
anti-Government nature continued 
for the third straight day. (The 
United Press said three persons 


}were killed and 150 hurt in to- 


day's rioting.) 

Supporting the government in 
the vote of confidence were 159 
There were three ab- 
stentions. Fifty-four opposition 
members had walked from the 


chamber previously following the 
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chamber'’s decision to debate the 
treaty in a closed session. 

Last night seven of the 12 dele 
gates had rejected a provision of 
the proposed treaty which stated: 

“In case of a war threat to any 
adjacent country the two parties 
(Britain and Egypt) agree to dis- 
cuss the situation in order to take 
measures necessary until’ the 
(United Nations) Security Coun- 
cil takes steps to restore peace.” 

This, the delegates said, would 
mean that “Egypt will become a 
military base and will be liable to 
British occupation once again.” 

Tne demonstrations, mainly by 
students, continued degpite a gov- 
ernment pronouncement stating 
that “no leniency” would be shown 
in maintaining order. 

Some 40 students were arrested 
by Sudanese police after they had 
stoned the police and set a bus 
on the grounds of the Fuad 
I University. The students seized 
and beat a man they said was a 
secret policeman. Police said one 
group tried to set fire to a schoo] 
bullaing. 

Demonstrations also were fre- 
ported at the Abbassia_ trade 
school and at the Farouk I Uni- 
versity at Alexandria. 

The Moslem Brotherhood Asso- 
ciation reported, meanwhile, that 
all its branches in Egypt had 
burned all English books belong- 
ing to members in a series of dem- 
opstrations last night. One such 
bok-burning was reported at Za- 
gazig and demonstrations occurred 
in several Nile delta cities.

Set Off By Flares 

The explosion, witnessed by be- 
tween 50,000 and 75,000 men, rank- 
ed with and probably surpassed 
two other operational disasters 
in the Pacific—the explosion of a 
big aerial bomb and “ammo” 
dump of the Fifth Alr Force 
at Nadzab, British New Guinea, 
in 1944, and another air force 
dump blast on Okinawa in the 
hectic summer of 1945. 

Two enlisted men in a Marine 
working party that was cleaning 
out salvage “ammo” from the 
lower end of the dump set off the 
blast, Sprayberry said. They were 
trying to pull the small silk para 
chutes out of two flares and pulled 
them too far, tripping the flares, 
They dropped the two ignited 
flares and started a fire and ex- 
plosion which lit up Guadalcanal 
throughout the night, destroyed 
the main ground force “ammo” 
dump on the island, burned Guad- 
alcanal’s main ordnance depot, 
and gutted its principal motor 
pool. 

“Duds” exploded almost daily 
for several months after the blast. 
Shipments diverted 

American troops had just landed 
on Bougainville, and were engag- 
ing the Japanese elsewhere in the 
Northern Solomons. The Hells 
Point dump was the central am- 
munition supply for Army ground 
forces in the Solomons, Fortunate-

ing for any similar essential public services: 
(ii) Directional or identification signs using not more than 60 watts per establish- 


ment, for doctors and for hotels and other public lodging establishments. 


Outdoor entrance lighting, except the minimum essential for public health and safety 
and then not more than 60 watts per entrance. 


Any other form of general outdoor or indoor illumination in or about any commer- 
cial, industrial or other non-residential establishment in excess of 75 per cent of the 


illumination normally used. 


In excess of 75 per cent of the normal passenger elevator or escalator service in any 
building having more than one passenger elevator or escalator.»

bring this order to the attention of all its customers. 


This order of the Civilian Production Administration is by 
its terms mandatory, effective 6 P. M. Monday, November 


25, 1946.

MOSCOW, Nov. 26 (INS) — 
Hidden in a valley between tall 
Caucasian ranges just one night's 
drive from Tiflis, capital of. the 
Georgian Soviet republic, lies 
Tahaltubo, a health resort with a 
great future, 

The curative properties of 
Tshaltubo’s radioactive springs 
are reputed to be so great that 
many predict it will become one 
of the world’s famous spas. 

Tshaltubo (which means warm 
water in Georgian) began its real 
development as a resort after a 
visit in 1931 by Premier Joseph 
Stalin, who took a series of bath 
treatments there and directed that 
it should become a health center 
of national importance. He sug- 
gested it be developed to the same 
importance as Sochi, which was 
built into a first-class resort at his 
behest. 

Thousands Report Cures. 

Thousands of persons suffering 
from chronic rheumatism, heart 
diseases, St. Vitus dance, lumbago, 
sciatica and other inflamations of 
nerves and muscles; soldiers suf- 
fering from the consequences of 
various wounds, and persons bent 
by afflictions of the spine attribute 
almost miraculous cures to the 
clear waters of Tshaltubo. 

The waters form thousands of 
transparent bubbles on the bodies 
of submerged patients. 

The only apparent obstacles to 
wider national and possibly uni- 
versal use of Tshaltubo is its dis- 
tance from the main populatior 
centers and its lack of facilities 
for more than 2200 patients. Even 
with this total being served the 
baths are kept busy from 5 a.m. 
until midnight each day. 

The war prevented rapid devel- 
opment of Tshaltubo, which by 
now probably would have been far 
along with its impressive 10-year 
plan of development worked out 
shortly before the start of the con- 
flict. 7 

Care for 10,000 Planned. 

According to the plan drawn up 
on orders of Stalin, Tshaltubo will 
become a flourishing well-devel- 
oped resort capable of treating 
10,000 patients at one time. 

The natural resources of mineral 
water, which is heated by the 
earth to the temperature of the 
human body, make it practicable 
to provide numerous additional 
pavillions and sanatoria. In 10 
years Tshaltubo is to have 176 
sansatoria and scientific research 
institutions. 

The sanatoria, hotels and other 
dwellings will be on the moun- 
tain slopes, while the present val- 
ley zone will become a beautiful 
park, containing bathing pavil- 
lions, stadiums, theaters and 
movie houses. 

Tshaltubo now has large bathing 
pools; some of them holding 20 
persons or more at a time. In the 
new construction the same prin- 
ciple will be adhered to since it 
was found that radium from large 
water surfaces soon is distributed, 
finds it way into the air and has 
a curative value when absorbed by 
the lungs. 

The “cures” ag given now con- 
sist of a series of two baths daily 
over a 15-day period. The baths 
have been found non-injurious to 
heart cases, 

Crutches Often Abandoned. 

Usually after the sixth or eighth 
bath a patient suffering from 
arthritis feels somewhat worse 
and has considerable pains in the 
limbs, but attendants report that 
by the end of the treatment the 
patient often abandons a previ- 
ously used cane or crutches with 
which he arrived.

In Top Level Talks on Wages, 


Prices, Steady Employment 


Conferences Seek Practical Way to Attain 
Full Production as Means of Keeping All 
at Work at High Pay, but Are Nebulous 


to Point of Being Idealisic.

OP level conferences by governmental, industrial 
leaders have been going on here for several months in an effort 
to find a practical way to attain full production as the means

of maintaining full employment at high wages. 
These conversations, while hush-hush because they are nebulous 


to the point of being idealistic, center around the assertions of labor 


that there can be “higher wages and lower prices” and management's 
retort that organized labor is trying “to get more money for less work.” 


Despite the contradictions of 
these public statements, the in- 
dustrial and labor leaders who 
meet here in their advisory ca- 
pacities with Government officials 
are hoping to find a general 
formula to increase production by 
minimizing work stoppages, by 
providing job security and by 
stabilizing prices, 

Such formulas have been found 
for individual plants and busi- 
messes although they have rarely 
reached the scope of an entire 
industry. If the conversations, 
backed up by current investiga- 
tions by economists, succeed in 
finding a general, practicable for- 
mula, the invention will be com- 
parable to the discovery of a new 
law in physics. The hopeful point 
is that a search is being made. 

Basic Factor: Unit Labor Cost. 
The basic factor in these inves- 
tigations is not primarily hourly 
or weekly wages or hours of 
labor. It is what is technically 
known as the “unit labor cost,” 
that is, the amount paid to labor 
for producing a pair of shoes, an 
automobile, a ton of steel, a suit 
of clothes or a house. It is usually 
expressed in the output of goods 
per man or Man day. 

If the output of one man work- 
ing one hour or one day is in- 
creased—by more efficient ma- 
chines. better surroundings, short- 
er hours, higher pay or other 
causes—production is thereby Iin- 
creased. The resulting benefits 
are available for distribution to 
management, labor and _  con- 
gsumers. 

No reliable over-all figures for 
the increase or decrease of pro- 
ductivity during the war and the 
reconversion period are as yet 
available. Through the first four 
decades of this century the trend 
has always been up, at the average 
of 3 per cent a year. This increase 
per man has been augmented by 
the increase in the number of 
workers, so that historically the 
national production has doubled 
every 20 years. 

Goal Agreed On. 

Labor and management leaders, 
in their public and off-the-record 
statements, are in agreement about 
acommon goal. They disagree on 
the way it can be reached. Fol- 
lowing are typical quotations from 
each side: 

“Future wage increases must 
be earned by increasing produc- 
tion per man-hour and eliminat- 
ing waste, so that labor costs 
can be kept down while wages 
rise.”—-From the AFL Labor's 
Monthly Survey. 

“As a nation, it is possible for 
all of us to have more only if 
we produce more. The average 
standard of living can be in- 
creased only by increasing the 
volume of goods and services 
produced per capita.”

Charge Against Management. 


Labor leaders, usually those in 
the lower levels, argue that man- 
agement in the past has profited 
by benefits of increased produc- 
tivity and has not adequately 
-gphared them with workers or con- 
sumers. That is one of the ex- 
cuses given for “feather bedding” 
and the local union restrictions on 
the output per man, such as the 
, number of bricks a man may lay, 
the area a man may plaster, the 
 gize of a paint brush, or the num- 
ber of gadgets a man may make. 
This has virtually eliminated “in- 
centive pay” in some industries, 
thereby penalizing the more skill- 
ful workers. 

If these restrictive labor prac- 
tices are to be removed, the labor 
lenders here are reported to have 
said, there must be correspondMmg 
advantages to the workers. The 
big question is: What comes first, 
increased production or higher 
wages” 

The Washington conversations, 
as noted, have been off-the-record, 
but one participant, with no finan- 
cia) stake in the result, gave the 
Post-Dispatch a general outline of 
what was being considered. 

Two Essential Elements, 

Essentially there are two ele- 
ments. One proposes a basic wage 
rate, with increased earnings con- 
tingent on greater productivity— 
incentive pay; the other, accept- 
ance of a set of principles which 
would guide the negotiation of 
wace rates. 

The theory is that with ever fn- 
creasing productivity, and with a 
proper division of the fruits of 


greater productivity, there must 
follow a constant improvement in 
living standards. 

“If all the gain were taken by 
labor,” the participant told the 
writer, “there would be no means 
for capital to expand its plants, 
develop new products, new mar- 
kets and new sources of employ- 
ment. If all were taken by capi- 
tal, production would soon over- 
take demand, and factories would 
close because there would be no 
market for their products. But if 
there is a proper division, there 
is no reason why we cannot look 
forward to many years of increas- 
ing employment, production and 
prosperity.” 

Actual Formula Not Attempted. 

So far, no one has attempted to 
set down the actual formula which 
would be the proper division of 
the gains resulting from increased 
productivity. That would be a 
matter for negotiation, as would 
be the formula for putting into ef- 
fect the corollary proposition, that 


principles for negotiation of wage 
rates, 

“The difficulty has been,” the 
informant continued, “that indus- 
trial disputes have been settled in 
the long run by brute force—the 
force of the strike or the force of 
the lockout. The decision has 
gone not to the one who was right, 
but to the one who was stronger. 
“There haven't been any prin- 
ciples, any standards, any lawa by 
which these disputes could be 
settled, Is it too much to hope 
now that the wiser leaders of Ja- 
bor and the wiser leaders of man- 
agement may sit down before 
there is a dispute and agree on 
the principles to be used as guides 
in settling one when it does arise? 
’ Skill of the Individual. 

“Ono of them would be produc- 
tivity——not the productivity of the 
individual worker alone, uhlesa we 
want to go back to the law of 
the jungle when the old wolf is 
left by the pack to die because 
he can't keep up with the young 
one, but the productivity of the 
plant, or the industry as a whole. 
“Another would be the skill of 
the individual worker, because 
certainly the man of superior ski)! 
is entitled to a greater reward 
than the man with legs, 

“A third would be the cost of 
living. There might be other fac- 
tors on which labor and manage- 
ment would agree as part of the 
formula, 

“And then over-all there would 
be the question of profits. How 
much an industry can pay without 
being forced out of business sure- 
ly has a bearing on determination 
of wages." 

Rise in Production Predicted. 
Labor leaders, in their present 
demands for higher wages, con- 
tend that, with the reconversion 
period about over, there will be 
an increase in productivity com- 
parable to that after World War 
I, when it jumped to 6 per cent 
a year, twice the normal rate of 
progress. CIO President Murray 
at the Atlantic City convention as- 
serted that productivity is ‘fon the 
rise and is higher than before the 
war.” 

The closest thing available to 
an official figure on current pro- 
ductivity is the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics’ study of 24 non-muni- 
tions industries whose pattern of 
production was not seriously af- 
fected by the war. For these in- 
dustries the BLS reported “no 
significant change in average pro- 
ductivity” during the war but a 
moderate rise beginning with 1945. 


Most experts agree that there 
was a substantial net gain in pro- 
ductivity during the war. This, 
however, was on munitions and 
cannot be applied to peacetime 
}roduction, Some experts predict 
sharp gains, “imilar to those after 
World War I, because of wartime 
technological advances. Support 


for this is a BLS finding that 77 


logical advances are applicable to 
peacetime production. 

If the post World War I expe- 
rience is repeated, and if this time 
ther. is found a formula for an

Heavy Taxes and Frugal Living Ahead in 
Fight to Keep Foreign Holdings — Little 
Black Marketing or Inflation. 


They will tax themselves heavily. 


They will pull in their belts and 


live as frugally as they can. To 
protect their guilder, they already 
have adopted a more stringent 


monetary purification than Bel- 
gium, Because of the discipline 
and regard for law which char- 
acterize the people of The Nether- 


lands, there is little black market- 
ing in this country and little in- 
flation. 

Judged by its internal purchas- 
ing power, the Dutch guilder is 
still good money, which is more 
than can be said of most curren- 
cies in Europe. Nobody in the 
country goes hungry, since the 
government subsidizes consump- 
tion of bare necessities, Only 
41,000 of Holland's 8,800,000 people 
were registered as unemployed in 
August, You do not see much 
revelry around this country, and 
visible everywhere are the results 
of hard work. ° 

World Recovery Awalted, 
One reason that recovery. will 
be slow is that much of it depends 
on decisions which are taken in 
Washinton and London, not nec- 
essarily in the interests of Hol- 
land, but rather based on politics. 
Recovery in this country is tied to 
world recovery because the Dutch 
have been pre-eminently a nation 
of international traders and capi- 
talists, and only secondarily en- 
gaged in industry or agriculture. 
In The Netherlands economy, in- 
*»arnational trade in normal times 
accounts for about 47 per cent of 
the national ‘ncome, as against 10 
per cent in the United States. It 
is even more important to the 
Dutch than to the British. This 
makes the Dutch peculiarly sensi- 
tive to world-wide conditiong be- 
yond their control, and only the 
great diversity of their interests 
spreads their risks, 

Thirty per cent of the. Dutch 
national income normally comes 
from interest, dividends, rents and 
mortgages. The staggering blow 
which the war dealt Holland was 
the destruction of about one-third 
of its capital wealth. It still has

The party 
prides itself on being of the 
masses and hence close to their 
wants and needs. 

If you ask a party member why 
there is only one party in Russia, 
he probably will tell you that polit- 
ical parties are an expression of 
class interests and that the Rus- 
sian people have a class interest— 
that of building socialism; hence, 
he argues, there is no reason for 
another party, 

How to Get In Party. 

To get into the Communist 
party one has to appear as an 
applicant, with the recommenda- 
tion of several party members, 
the number required varying. The 
application is studied carefully, 
along with the applicant's char- 
acter, including such questions as 
to whether he is motivated by self- 
interest. 

The candidate must wait for a 
year before he is accepted—if he 
is accepted—although during the 
war this was shortened for per- 
sons who had especially’ dis- 
tinguished themselves on the field 
of battle.

A Miner’s View of It 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your editorial, “This Our Caesar,” is 
very much out of line. Your insinuation 
that John L. Lewis is out to get for him- 
self and his constituents as big a slice 
of the national income as he can pos- 
sibly contrive is far-fetched and a delu- 
sion of a much uninformed newspaper. 

Your assertion that no one is trying 
to force anything down the miners’ 
throats has its humorous side, Since the 
Government has taken over the mines 
on May 22, we have not received any 
compensation for the 69 days we lost, 
although during that period we did not 
refuse to work and did continue to work, 
improving the mines whereby they could 
increase their output when the mines re- 
sumed operation under Government con- 
trol. 

The public should know that the Gov- 
ernment insures the operator against 
any loss while the mines are under Gov- 
ernment control, but not the miners. The 
operators have failed to live up to the 
provisions of the Krug-Lewis supple- 
mental agreement, namely, time-and-a- 
half for the sixth start, improved safety 
conditions, pro rata vacation payments 
and many other things. I might add 
that double-time for holidays is not in- 
cluded in this agreement as some of 
your writers have asserted, 

According to your editorial, the survey 
shows that average hourly wages of the 
United Mine Workers have increased 
nearly 200 per cent since 1933 and 60 per 
cent since 1939. From 1933 until 1046 I 
have been steadily employed in the 
mines. My average weekly hours are 
from 54 to 63 hours at the present time. 
All I have to show is the experience. I 
am the father of six children. The cost 
of commodities essential for a family of 
eight leaves me unable to pay my way. 

Your assertion tbat no other large in- 
dustrial group has made such a broad 
advance in such a brief period, since V-J 
Gay han ite humorous side. Your asser- 
tion is something I cannot understand, 
The rise of prices has absorbed any in- 
creases IT have gained, 

Your broadsides at John L. Lewis are, 
T think, groundiess. He is asking for a 
wage that will make it possible for us 
miners to survive and to educate our 
children, which is impossible under the 
present conditions. I think our political 
leaders should direct their attacks else- 
where. 

It is my honest opinion that the UMW

Portrait of John L. Lewis 


Who is this man Lewis who struts the stage in 
insatiable lust for publicity and power, and by 
just what sanction does he exercise authority to 
close down American industry and punish the 
people with closed mines and factories and pay- 
less paydays? 

In his handsome office in Washington, in what 
used to be the University Club, in his quarters 
at the exclusive Carlton Hotel, and in his fine 
home in Alexandria, Lewis will not feel the 
pinch of the strike which will dull the Christmas 
of 500,000 miners and many times that number 
of workers in steel, automobile and other plants. 

Lewis acted without a referendum of his min- 

ers, and it is no answer to say that if there had 
been a vote the strike would have been approved 
automatically. Lewis rules, and for years has 
ruled, the UMWA as a dictatorship, and an elec- 
tion means no more than the yea-saying in any 
dictatorship anywhere. 
' The union politicians who pull the wires in 
the elections all depend on the favor of Lewis 
for their jobs, and stern and summary punish- 
ment for those who have raised a questioning 
voice has taught a lesson to the rest. 

In most UMWA districts, the presidents do 
not hold office because they were elected by 
the miners but because they were appointed by 
John Lewis. 

In mine worker parlance, a district that elects 
its own president is “autonomous.” The rest, in 
which the president is appointed by John Lewis, 
are “provisional.” In 1943, 20 out of 31 UMWA 
districts were “provisional” and at the present 
time, the “provisional” districts, on the best 
available information, total 23 or 24. The seven 
or eight that are still autonomous can become 
“provisional” whenever Mr. Lewis wishes. 

Lewis has on occasion openly boasted of his 
unreined authority. At an AFL convention, Dan 
Tobin of the Teamsters’ Union once called Lewis 
a “dictator.” Lewis replied: 

We give him (Tobin) the right to run his 
organization in any way he wants, and we 
understand he runs it. Frankly and confi- 
dentially, we do the same. 

John Brophy, the last man to contest the 
UMWA presidency, was thrown out and became 
a peddier of canned soup, although he later 
made the pilgrimage to Canossa and was taken 
back. When Powers Hapgood tried to speak at 
the UMWA convention in Indianapolis in 1927, 
he was threatened with ejection by Lewis, and 
that night he was beaten up in his hotel room, 

In years past, such tactics did not always go 
down with the miners. The most sizable revolt 
took place across the river in Illinois in 1929. 
Lewis signed with the mine owners in Illinois 
a contract which the miners voted overwhelm- 
ingly to reject. When Lewis tried to force it on 
them anyway, more than half of them broke off 
and formed the Progressive Mine Workers of 
America. 

Even those who remained in the UMWA dis- 
claimed Lewis's leadership and kept in effect 
for years an injunction restraining him from in- 
terfering in their affairs. Lewis was so unpopu- 
lar that his home local at Panama, IIl., purged 
his name from its rolls. He was forced, like a 
disowned member of Parliament, to go out and 
find another local to enroll him so that he could 
continue his career. 

Eventually he regained contro! of the Illinois 
miners who remained in the UMWA, and he ap- 
pointed as his “provisional president” the notori- 
ous Ray Edmundson. 

Edmundson fought the Progressive Miners by 
fair means and foul. On Easter Sunday, 1935, 
one Progressive organizer was killed and seven 
wounded in a battle in front of Progressive head- 
quarters in Springfield. Edmundson was‘ ar- 
rested the next day in a hospital at Taylorville, 
where he was being treated for gunshot wounds. 
He was charged with murder, although he was 
never indicted. 

Lewis and Edmundson tried to take Mine B, 
west of Springfield, away from the Progressive 
Miners; but were defeated in a Labor Board 
election by a majority of 16 to 1. Mine B then 
closed down, and Jack Glasgow, for 10 years a 
member of the Executive Board of the UMWA 
in Illinois, and Thomas Kennedy, a UMWA vice 
president, testified in a subsequent court action 
that the UMWA had “loaned” the owner more 
than $300,000 to close the mine, This was an 
example for any other Progressive locals that 
might dare resist encroachment. 

Such is the tyrannous and even bloody record 
of John L. Lewis toward his own miners, who 
now follow him slavishly as he exhibits toward 
the nation as a whole the same kind of dictatorial 
arrogance that he has shown with respect to the 
UMWA itself. He has gained for the miners— 
with the help of President Roosevelt and New. 
Deak Congresses—great advances in pay and 
working conditions. But, as the St. Louis Labor 
Tribune\ recently remarked, he may now be 
likened old King Pyrrhus of Greece, “who so 
wore limself out, along with his army, in the 
battles against the Romans, that he coined that 
historic under-statement: ‘Another victory and 
we are finished!’”

The Service Suffers 


Presumably the investigation by the United 
States Employment Service authorities out of 
Washington of the salary cuts and degrading of 
employes in the Missouri Employment Service, 
after it came under state control last week, is 
going forward, There seems to be a good pos- 
sibility that this action by the State Department 
of Labor may be a violation of the federal act 
under which the USES was transferred back to 
the states. 

The real question involved here, however, is 
neither the legalism of state vs. federal control 
nor even the individual injustice to former 
USES employes, although the latter situation is 
not to be ignored. Experienced counselors were 
re-classified as simple clerks; one clerk found 
herself classified as a janitress, although her du- 
ties continued to be clerical. 

As a result of this unwise state action, many 
of the mokt able of the former USES employes, 
particularly in the St. Louis employment office, 
have resigned. They have found better employ- 
ment in private industry. 

The State Employment Service is the victim of 
this move. Explanatiotis by M. J. Carroll, state 
director of the division of employment security 
under the State Department of Labor, so far 
have not helped to restore the effectiveness of 
this service. 

Anyone who believes this service is not needed 
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now, and will not be needed in the years ahead 
is not merely an optimist—he is simply a badly 
informed person. Whatever the motives oper- 
ating at Jefferson City, whether petty spite be- 
cause a former state agency was taken over for 
a while by the Federal Government, or a sincere 
desire for “efficiency,” the Employment Service 
should not be made to suffer. 

The old pay scales and classifications were not 
too generous. They should be restored imme- 
diately, 


Radio’s Chronic Disorder 


It may as well be called plugugtophobia. It 
sends radio listeners into fits of despair, accord- 
ing to a column by John Crosby, but it also 
raises them to peaks of violence. They curse 
and swear, They write letters to the editor. The 
need for relief is so great, says the radio colum- 
nist, that it drove one man pell-mell toward the 
radio in such a fit that he broke his ankle, 

This is not a diagnosis for a straitjacket. It 
is simply the germination of the plug-ugly, 
which has become a blanket term for all kinds 
of bad taste, sillyness and insulting claims in 
radio advertising. It is the subject of much 
research. But originally “plug-ugly”’ meant dis- 
tasteful advertising and commercial interrup- 
tions connected with news broadcasts, where the 
contrast with important news is. particularly ob- 
jectionable. 

The newscast plug-ugly deserves first anti- 
sepsis, The question is posed to broadcasters in 
the new book, “The People Look at Radio,” be- 
cause the work was based on a survey spon- 
sored by the National Association of Broad- 
casters. Can radio ignore its own prescription? 

In a broad questionnaire, the book shows that 
the principal cause of listeners’ screaming 
meemies is the commercial interruption of pro- 
grams, Thirty-five per cent of those questioned 
dislike it. 

What kind of sponsors do they resent most? 
After liquor and beer advertising, they are irked 
most by talk of liver, kidney and headache reme- 
dies. And 35 per cent said they would prefer 
radio without advertising. 

Probably the last response is misleading. We 
put it down as symptomatic of the fever of plug- 
uglophobia, for the book also shows that most 
people enjoy radio, like radio, respect radio. 
But just because they feel intimately about it, 
they are strained for expletédves to describe those 
plugs which are broadcasting at its worst. 

Since radio asked for “The People Look at 
Radio,” maybe radio will look at radio. Com- 
mercial gibberish is not public service, and re- 
ducing listeners to a maniac state is not sales- 
manship, The only present remedy is a revul- 
sive twist of the radio dial, unless broadcasters 
supply a better antidote. If they intend to, the 
newscast plug-ugly would be the place to start, 
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Jekyll, Hyde and George Allen 


The New Republic reports that two aircraft 
corporations of which George Allen of the RFC 
is a director are about to go into production on 
aluminum houses. Could this by any chance ex- 
plain why Wilson Wyatt, as housing expediter, 
is having so much trouble getting RFC to exe- 
cute market-guarantee contracts and make loans 
to housing producers? 

In his tilt with RFC, Mr. Wyatt has Insisted 
that the loans he is urging be considered not 
merely as a matter of business lending but as a 
move against the desperate housing shortage, 
Now it turns out that the loans are a “business 
matter” in a double sense which Mr. Wyatt may 
not have suspected. 

George Allen is an associate of Victor 
Emanuel, a financial adventurer who was once 
a protege of Samuel Insull, and he is a director 
of several of Emanuel’s corporations, including 
Aviation Corp. and Consolidated-Vultee. Allen is 
director of a dozen or so other corporations. 

This raises a question of how Allen can shift, 
several times an hour, from a Dr. Jekyll role as 
public servant to the cue of Mr. Hyde, serving a 
whole batch of clamorous business interests. 

The answer is, he cannot and should not be 
expected to. He should resign from ‘RFC or 
from the corporations, and the cleanest, surest 
break would be for him to resign from the 
Government, The resignation would relieve the 
President of a general and just complaint against 
an abuse of the appointive power, 
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For Runaway Inflation 

This period of spiraling prices is not without 
an occasional compensation, for example the 100 
per cent rise from 5 cents to.10 for a juke box 
tune. We don’t know at what point the juke box 
addict can be induced, so to speak, to “lay off 
the stuff’; we suspect, from the blaring cater- 
wauls heard from the boxes all over the nation, 
that 10 cents a tune won't do it. It may take a 
quarter or a half-dollar to reduce the decibels, 
But may we make it clear that, in this field of 
business, we're in favor of runaway inflation? 
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Treasuries Without Treasure 


The Columbia University Press is calling for 
a moratorium on Treasuries of this, that and 
the other, and tall time, too, for it finds that 
no fewer than five of them are coming out this 
year—A Treasury of Gambling Stories, of Fish- 
ing Stories, of Animal Stories, of Grand Opera, 
and of Sport Humor. 

The trouble with Treasuries is that so few of 
them are. Some of the best, while not exactly 
repositories of great wealth, are genuine an- 
thologies, reflecting the tastes of their editors. 
Some are merely collections, reflecting a desire 
on the part of the litterateur to put out a vol- 
ume that will bring in some money. The worst 
are not even collected, but are thrown to- 
gether. Potpurri would be a better generic term 
for them than Treasury. 

To call most Treasuries treasuries is a gross 
piece of vanity on the part of the caller. E. B. 
White and Katherine White, compiling their 
grand anthology of American humor, sensed 
the immodesty of the word and applied a little 
understatement by calling it a. Subtreasury. 
Even at that, there is a strut to the word. Why 
not just call books what they are, and leave the 
praise, if any, to the readers? It would be more 
original, and a great deal less monotonous,

If a pro- 
longed work stoppage results, so much the 
better. Similarly,-in advocating legislation, 
from the standpoint of this clique, it is bet- 
ter to advocate a 75 cents an hour mini- 
mum wage and fail to get it than it is to 
obtain a somewhat lesser minimum. 


Following Soviet Flip-Flops 


The same situation arose on OPA legisla- 
tion during the last Congress. The Com- 
munist crowd wanted no compromise what- 
ever because they knew a presidential veto 
would lead to confusion and serve their 
ends. A laudable objective, like FEPC leg. 
islation, is axploited by them to the ut- 
most, not with the idea of securing any 
benefits for the oppressed minorities, but 
simply to stir up hatreds. 


All of these Issues are window-dressing to 
maintain an appearance of respectability.

Does it follow the flip-flops of Soviet doc- 
trine? 

The unvarnished conclusion to be reached 
from the study of recent history is that 
Russian agents consistently and deliberate- 
ly used the war to promote territorial ex- 
pansion and the spread of Communism. De- 
vout followers of this political fanaticism 
in America were given the excuse to go the 
limit on their merry way because our im- 
mediate war aims colncided with Russia's 
and because top. political leaders spoke in 
terms of a “United Front.” 


Free License for Russia 


The present clamor of these groups to 
return to an “F.D.R. foreign policy” is noth- 
ing more or less than a bid to obtain once 
again a free license to operate in Russia's 
behalf, These elements supported our war 
effort (after Russia was attacked) not be- 
cause it helped America, but simply be- 
cause it helped Russia, 

The Soviet appetite, like all imperialist 
appetites, grows by what it feeds on. Secre- 
tary Byrnes, and Senators Connally and 
Vanderberg, are doing the best they can 
in @ bad situation, They need the non- 


partisan support of all loyal Americans, It: 


is unfortunate that totalitarian liberals in 
this country have succeeded in stirring up 
confusion on this issue better than the Com- 
munists themselves have been able to do at 
the conference table. 

Liberals must be vigilant. Or their move- 
ment and government may succumb to 
chicanery. 

The public must discriminate between 
those who call themselves liberals and those 
who really are liberals; between political 
opportunists and sincere advocates of pro- 
gressive principles, Liberalism, like patri- 
otism, can be the refuge of a scoundrel,

The author, a newspaper man and for- 
mer legislative correspondent, obviously is 
aware of the maxim, not printed In the 
rules but accepted in legislative practice, 
that no bill ever gets through the Legisia- 
ture on merit alone, 

The modest and unassuming freshmagp 
legisiator gained an eye-opening view of 
the antics of lawmaking. The story reveals 
with tolerant humor and bright dialogue 
the skulduggery in politics and legisiation, 
and cynicism of the public servants, [n- 
trigues, guile and the profit motive. It de- 
picts sturdy resistance to reform, political 
bosses at work and how the people's choices 
are made for them. Also, the indifference 
of most lawmakers to the rumored glamour 
of their work. '

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 26—A 
bill appropriating $2,000,000 of 
state funds for the 1946-1947 fiscal 
year, for state aid to counties in 
construction and improvement of 
local roads, was held unconstitu- 
tional late yesterday by the At- 
torney General's department, be- 
cause of flaws in the form of the 
bill. 

The act provided the initial ap- 
propriation from the State Post- 
war Reserve Fund ror road con- 
struction under the King bill, also 
passed by the 1945-1946 Legisla- 
ture. The King bill authorized the 
State to match local funds for low- 
type road construction, up to a 
maximum state contribution of 
$750 a mile. 

Sponsors of the appropriation 
bill, who were aware of the ques- 
tion raised as to its validity, said 
an effort would be made to re- 
enact the appropriation measure 
in proper form, either before final 
adjournment of the 1945-1946 Leg- 
islature next month, or early in 
the 1947 session, which convenes 
here on Jan, 8. 

Assistant Attorney General 
Drake Watson, who wrote the 
opinion, said the bill failed to 
comp! with constitutional re- 
quirements that an appropriation 
act shall distinctly specify the 
amount and purpose of the appro- 
priation “without reference to any 
other law to fix the amount or 
purpose.” 

The bill did not specifically 
set out the purposes for which the 
$2,000,000 was to be expended, In- 
stead it authorized expenditure of 
the funds “as provided in commit- 
tee substitute for House Bill No, 
214 (the King bill).” 

Watson pointed out that the 1945 
Constitution, in specifying the 
form of appropriation acts, did not 
permit mere reference to some 
other law to fix the amount or 
purpose. For that reason, he said, 
the appropriation bill was uncon- 
stitutional and void,

hard luck to be physically incapacitated at a 

moment when I might be making a package 
off the dames by betting them on my ability as 
a housekeeper.

criticism of American housekeepers &nd house- 
keeping of today which I said—and here repeat 
—is appallingly bad among those of from 18 to 
3& years of age who presume to call themselves 
housekeepers. 

I set the top limit at 38 because I admit that 
in this bracket, and beyond, there are fairly 
skilled housekeepers who are throwbacks to 
their mothers and grandmothers, great house- 
keepers of a bygone day. Where can you find 
a housekeeper now who remembers to wash out 
a man’s hairbrushes before the mice start nest- 
ing in them? 


Doe ME, Dear me, suzz, if it is not just my 


1 ASK QUESTIONS and I am asked questions. 
“How can any decent or half-decent woman be 
expected to bring eggs and coffee and other 
things to a lout with his feet on the table and 
maybe playing with the dirty dog?” demands an 
irate correspondent. 

She is entitled to a fair answer. Well, then, 
maam, is he barefooted or does he wear his 
shoes? In the former case, I think it is per- 
missible, but in the latter, he is out of line. The 
shoes may get in the oatmeal. You DO serve 
oatmeal, 1 hope, ma'am?” 

As for the dog, it should be washed every 
morning before breakfast. That is part of the 
duties of the expert housekeeper, of which I do 
so regret being unable to give a demonstration. 
Plain laundry soap will serve in the washing, if 
toilet soap is unavailable, with a sprinkling of 
cologne water afterwards. 


MY CHALLENGE WOULD call for the care of 
six rooms, which I feel is a fair average, either 
in a house or an apartment. If a house, I would 
as part of the test include the gardening and 
the care of the garage. If an apartment, I would 
insist on a parrot or two canaries just to make 
it a little trickier. The care of birds is some- 
thing in which every housekeeper should be well 
grounded. 

I would personally do the housekeeping one 
month hand-running, then the champion of the 
ladies would take over and housekeep for a 
month. I think the result should be decided by 
a committee of, say, four members, two ladies 
and two gentlemen, and that they live on the 
premises throughout the test that they may ob- 
serve the housekeeping and see that there is no 
shirking or trying to cheat.

Keeping Intormed 
By Christopher Billop 


T Is important that a man he kept informed 
| as to what is going on in his immediate family 

and among his relatives and intimate friends. 
No one is better qualified to render this service 
than his wife. 

When, therefore, a man returns home from the 
office, his wife should be prepared to present him 
with a complete summary of the news, 

She should have spent the day collecting and 
classifying all items of interest. These should 
include goings and comings, illnesses, wedding 
engagements, births, fantastic plans of members 
of the family for going on the stage, writing mo- 
tive scenarios or taking up poetry, painting or 
ballet dancing, and miscellaneous matter. 

A convenient time to present the bulletin is 
at the dinner table. So, as soon as the wife Is 
seated, the wife should proceed.

WATER slices of tenderized 
Ci am are delicious broiled the 

mente way or in a skillet. 
For either kind of eneeiee. the 
meat should be cut smoothly and 
of uniform thickness so that the 
heat can have fair play on every 
inch of surface. For regular 
broiling, ham should be cut about 
one inch thick, while for pan- 
broiling a thickness of three- 
fourths inch thick is best. To 
produce ham of greatest palata- 
bility, it must be richly browned 
—both fat and lean, sizzling hot all 
the way through and juicy. It 
is a bit easier to make the ham 
fat palatable in a skillet than in 
a regular broiler because the ham 
slice can be held up on its fatty 
rim and moved over the bottom 
of the heating skillet to try out 
enough fat to brown the meat 
and start the browning of the fat 
well before laying the ham flat 
down on the skillet to brown the 
lean. Once the ham is laid down, 
one should cook the meat from 
this point at a high temperature. 
And it is a good plan to press the 
slice down flat on the bottom of 
the skillet from time to time to 
help the whole eurface of the 
meat touch the hot skillet and 
brown evenly. In other words, it 
should be “given the works” to 
brown the lean quickly, heat the 
meat all the way through as fast 
as possible, finish browning the 
fat, and then stop at this instant 
while the ham is still juicy. Trans- 
fer to a hot platter and serve im- 
mediately. 

Ham and Sweets. 

One and one-fourth cups cider, 
one-half cup water, one-third 
cup sugar, one-fourth teaspoon 
salt, four good sized sweet pota- 
toes or yams (two and three- 
fourths pound.), one branch cel- 
ery, one and one-half tablespoons 
butter or ham drippings. 

Heat cider and water, sugar and 
salt in a skillet to the boiling 
point, then reduce to simmering. 
Pare the potatoes thinly and scrape 
away any discolorations, Cut in 
half lengthwise and place imme- 
diately in the hot cider mixture, 
Add the chopped celery. Cover, 
boil gently until potatoes are ten- 
der and the liquid has been prac- 
tically all absorbed, Add butter or 
drippings the last 10 minutes of 
cooking. Serve very hot with the 
hot broiled ham. Makes four or 
five servings. 

MENUS FOR WEDNESDAY 

BREAKFAST — Fresh pears, 
poached eggs on whole wheat 
toast. 

LUNCHEON — Toasted cheese 
and tomato sandwiches, bouillon, 
carrot sticks, cup cakes (bought). 

DINNER—Ham and sweets in 
cider, buttered spinach, beet and 
onion salad, hot rolis and butter, 
orange floating island, 

Orange oating Island. 

Combine two egg yolks, slightly 
beaten with one-eighth teaspoon 
salt and three tablespoons sugar; 
gradually stir in one and a half 
cups scalded milk and one-half 
cup orange juice. Cook over boil- 
ing water 6 minutes or until mix- 
ture coats metal spoon. stirring 
constantly, Cool quickly in large 
serving dish or sherbet glasses or 
sauce dishes. 

To make the “islands,” beat two 
egg whites stiff; gradually beat in 
one-quarter cup powdered sugar 
and flavor with one teaspoon va- 
nilla. Drop by spoonfuls onto cus- 
tard, Chill. Garnish with wafer- 
thin slices of whole, unpeeled 
orange or with orange sections. 
Serve each child four cups of milk 
to drink and each adult two cups 
in addition to that used in today’s 
menus,

IT WAS ISSUED by the mayor, 
who called on the people of Dun- 
kirk to unite “in a demonstration 
of good faith to the citizens of 
Dunkerque, France, through a 
program to be planned according 
to the wishes of our citizens. In 
these days of international con- 
fusion and misunderstanding, it 
is fitting that we should dedicate 
this day of peacetime thanks- 
giving to the ideals of brother- 
hood and mutual assistance, 
which, in the dark days of 1940, 
were so gplendidly expressed by 
the men of many nations who 
died at the gates and on the 
beaches of Dunkerque, France.” 

The town’s industries, veterans’ 
groups, school ¢hildren, labor un- 
ions and more than 200 civic and 
church organizations have brought 
in gifts for shipment to France 
with a plaque reading: “For life 
and liberty, Dunkirk to Dun- 
kerque.”

OMAHA, Nov. 26 (AP)—The 
Union Pacific Railroad must trim 
its employe rolls from the present 
50,000 to “about 45,000,” because of 
declining earnings and higher 
operating costs, President G. F. 
Ashby said yesterday. 


He said that recurring strikes 
had held back delivery of much 
equipment, and labor tie-ups were 
a shadow on the railroad’s earn- 
ings, which are down 30.1 per cent 
this year from $130,000,000 a year 
ago though wages are up about 
$25,000,000. 

The coal strike has closed the 
mines of the subsidiary Union Pa- 
cific Coal Co., one of the largest 
coal producers west of the Missis- 
sippi.

acteristics are habits, and habits must be learned. They*de- 
velop after we are born and are a result of our environment. 
The only hereditary factor which has even a predisposing in- 
fluence on criminal behavior is feeblemindedness, But low in- 
telligence is not a primary cause of crime, for millions of 
the feebleminded are very honest, law-abiding citizens. And 
thousands of brilliant persons are crooks or confidence men. 


Tr IS TIME THE BPA became freed from the 
bungaboo that criminality is inherited. It most definitely is 
not! If you adopt infants and they turn out to be criminals, 
you cannot blame the ancestors of your foster children, You, 
yourself, or the other people whom the child meets, are re- 
sponsible for his lawless actions, But how account for the 
high frequency of emotional and criminal] disturbances among 
foster children? Well, Larry's foster mother failed to inform 
him that he was adopted. She said she didn’t know just when 
to tell him or how to say it, so she put off the revelation, as 
parents also frequently do regarding essential sex information 
for youngsters. And Larry got his first shock from his school 
chums, some of whom were angry at him and taunted him 
with being a foster child, Larry was stunned: He fought back 
with his fists, But other youngsters had heard the same story 
from their parents. Larry reluctantly decided there must be 
truth in these taunts. He asked his mother, but she parried 
his query and left it unanswered so he was convinced, Now 
he hates both parents and his schoolmates.

And he stole 
money, in part at least, to buy candy and sodas for his mates, 
trying to bribe their favor and friendship. Moral: Tell adopted 
«hildren of their origin before they enter kindergarten, But 
bolster up their ego by saying, “Larry, .ze ‘chose’ you because 
you were such a sweet baby and we loved you and ‘wanted’ 
The parents of other children had no choice.” Remind 
them, too, that you and your husband or wife aren't related 
by blood ties, but simply by love bonds. The srme holds true 
of you and your adopted child, so you are all in the same boat, 
held together in your family corporation by love!

Conflict Is 
One Cause 
Of Upsets

HE human spirit is guided 

by a strange complex of con- 

flicting desires. All 
people have ambitions. In each 
of us there are certain drives 
pushing us on to attainment. We 
want, and need, a certain amount 
of material achievement the good 
opinion of our fellows and the 
approval of our innerselves. 

All of these things are good but 
they require effort — sometimes 
heroic effort. And, unfortunately, 
along with our urge to succeed 
there goes, as if in double harness, 
an equally strong impulse to avoid 
effort and strain.

SOME PEOPLE’ LEARN to 
overcome this desire for ease. 
Others do not and thus an inescap- 
able conflict is set up within them. 
Wanting success, they are still un- 
willing to pay its price. Instead of 
facing their problems squarely, 
they resort to anxieties, tantrums 
and imaginary ailments either to 
get out of doing something they 
don't want to do or to cover up, 
even from themselves, their basic 
failures. 

Frequently patients who are oc- 
cupied in industries become ner- 
vous. According to Dr. Frederick 
W. Dershimer of New York, it is 
not a good idea to tell a nervous 
patient to take time off from his 
job. In fact he has found that 
such a person often can be treated 
better, and quicker results ob- 
tained if he is kept at work. 
However, it is most important that 
everything possible be done to 
keep these emotional illnesses 
from developing. In order to 
do this Dr. Samuel N. Clark of 
Jacksonville, Illinois, says that at- 
tention should be paid to physical 
health, that outlets be given for 
emotions and abilities. The right 
sort of daily schedule should be 
set up which will include the 
right amount of work, exercise, 
companionship, recreation, rest 
and sleep.

IF A PERSON IS ‘faced with a 
difficult task which he does not 
think is worth doing or if a sit- 
uation arises that he is unable to 
face he is likely to develop the 
symptoms of a so-called nervous 
breakdown. But, if everyone has 
practice in self-discipline and can 
think clearly about his problems, 
he can develop a sane outlook 
and overcome the mental diffi- 
culty. 

Of course, persons who develop 
these types of nervous disorders 
are in need of help. A physician 
trained in psychiatry is best 
equipped to give them the neces- 
sary aid in making proper adjust- 
ments. But sound training of chil- 
dren will do much to keep these 
nervous disorders from ever de- 
veloping when the children grow 
up. Perhaps the main thing is to 
teach independence, to teach the 
children that they must face their 
problems bravely and with cour- 
age.

HOSE much talked-about long- 
Te skirts are here at last. 

Whether we wanted them to 
replace the brief hemlines of the

The suffix -gram means “‘some- 
thing drawn or written.” By using 
the prefixes mono-, “one,” pro-, 
“before,” epi-, “upon,” we form 
the words monogram, program, 
epigram.

Prefixes: auto-, 
dia-, “through; in 
kilo-, “thousand”; micro-, 
smal)”; peri-, “all around.” 


Suffixes: -gram, “something 
written"; -graph, “something writ- 
ten”; -phone, “voice”; -scope, “in- 
strument for viewing. 

Now it must be emphasized that, 
while nearly all of such words are 
coined in imitation of Latin and 
Greek words, they are English 
words, and are not Latin or Greek. 
Obviously, there were no such 
words or objects in ancient Rome 
or Greece as telephone, micro- 
scope, periscope, etc,

He should 
have passed, allowing East and 
West to score a non-vulnerable 
game. West’s double was good, 
and of a type missed by many 
players who hesitate to double low 
contracts for penalties. 

West opened the jack of spades, 
holding the trick. He continued 
the suit, East winning with the 
10. East returned a low club, 
properly enough, and South ducked 
completely. West won with the 
nine of clubs and looked around 
for a safe lead, 

He chose the deuce of diamonds, 
East winning with the king. East 
returned another trump, and South 
ducked again, allowing West to 
win with the jack. West led a 
second diamond, and East took 
the ace, noting the fall of South’s 
jack, Without stopping to count 
up properly, East shifted to a low 
heart. 

This allowed South to.save an 
undeserved trick from the wreck- 
age. He played low on the heart 
lead, and West took the ace. West 
got out safely with the queen of 
diamonds, but South ruffed, drew 
trump with the trump ace, and 
thus managed to make three 
trumps and a heart. He was set” 
1100 points, but correct defense 
would have made it 1400! 

East could have counted South 
for three spades—and as a matter 
of fact should have known how 
many cards South held in each 
suit.
